t PARAGON KNITTING WEEPIES 

4 * 

MATERIALS: 

Fontana Bu’kio Woo! 26 

ozs; (13 skeins, 2 ozs 
each); 1 pair of No. 3 
Paragon knitting needles; 2 
buttons. 

MEASUREMENTS: To fit 

bust measurement 34 ins; 
length from shoulder, 21 
ins; length of sleeve seam, 
19 ins. 

TENSION: 7 sts equals 2 
inches in width aver stock¬ 
ing stitch. 

ABBREVIATIONS: See page 9. 

CAUTION: Check your tension 
carefully and if it does not cor¬ 
respond toil It the tension given 
use a larger or smaller size of 
needles.

THE BACK: Cast on 65 sts 
and work 10 rows in k 1, p 1 
rib. Cont in stst until back 
measures 12£ ins. 
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Shape Armholes: (rsf) Cast 
ofi 3 sts at beg of the next 2 
rows and 2 sts at beg of the 
following 2 rows. (55 sts). 

Cont straight until back 
measures 20£ ins. 

Shape Shoulders: (rsf) Cast 
off 2 sts at beg of the next S 
rows, 3 sts at beg of the next 
2 rows and 4 sts at beg of the 
following 4 rows, Leave rein 
sfs on a spare needle until re¬ 
quired, 

THE FRONT: Cast on 65 
sts and work as given lor the 
back until armhole shaping 
has boon completed and work 
measures 15 ins. (55 sts.) 

Next row: (rsf) Commence 
ribbing for yoke:—K 16, rib 
across the next 23 sts, beg and 
ending with p 1, k 16. 

Work 5 more rows, keeping 
16 sts at either side in stst 
and centre 23 sts in rib. 

Next row: Divide sts for 
neck opening:—K 16, rib 9, 
turn and cast on 5 sts. 

Cont on these 30 sts keeping 
16 sts at side edge in stst and 
the centre sts in rib until work 
measures 20£ ins. 


Shape Shoulder: Cast off at 

armhole edge 2 sts at beg of 
the next 3 rows that beg at 
this edge, then cast off 3 sts 
at this edge on the following 
alternate row and then 4 sts 
at beg of the following 2 al¬ 
ternate rows, Leave rem 13 sts 
on a spare needle until re¬ 
quired. 

Complete the other side to 
correspond (do not cast on sts 
at this side at neck), working 
to correspond with side al¬ 
ready completed with all shap¬ 
ings at opposite ends of the 
work AND making a button¬ 
hole in the 7th row of neck 
opening and then on the fol¬ 
lowing 8th row as follows:— 

Rib 2, cast olf 1 sf, rib to 
end. On the lollowing row cast 
on 1 st over st cast off in pre¬ 
vious row. 

SLEEVES: Cast on 26 sts 
and work 20 rows in k 1, p 1 
rib. Cont in stst, inc 10 sts 
evenly across the next row. 
(36 sts.) 

Inc 1 st at both ends of 
every following 6th row until 
there are 54 sts on the needle, 

Cont straight until sleeve 
measures 19 ins. 

Shape Top: (rsf) Cast off 
4 sts at beg of the next 6 rows 
and 10 sts at beg of the fol¬ 
lowing 2 rows. Cast off rem 
10 sts. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work 
lightly under a damp cloth on 
the wrong side of work, Join 
shoulder seams. Rejoin wool to 
collar sts at right front and 
work across these sts, then the 
sts at back neck and sts at 
left front. Work 19 more rows. 
Cast off in rib. Join side seams 
and sleeve seams. Sew in 
sleeves. Press seams. Sew on 
buttons.

t PARAGON KNITTING NEEDLES 

4> 4> 4* 

MATERIALS: 

Fontana Super-Quick 20 

ozs; 1 pair each of Nos, 8 
and 10 Paragon Knitting 
needles; 1 spare double 
pointed needle for working 
twists; 6 buttons. 

MEASUREMENTS: To fit bust 
measurement, 34-36 ins; 
actual width, 38 ins; length 
from shoulder, 24 ins; 
length of sleeve seam, 
16Jf ins. 

TENSION: Equal to 5i sts to 
1 inch in width on No. 8 
needles over stocking 
stitch. 

ABBREVIATIONS: See page 9. 

CAUTION: Check your tension 
carefully and if it does not cor¬ 
respond with the tension given 
use a larger or smaller size of 
needles. 

Accurate results can be obtained 
only by using the Fontana Wool 
recommended 

THE BACK: Using No. 8 
needles cast on 114 sts and 
work in the following patt:— 

1st row: K 2, *p 2, k 2; 
rep from * to end. 
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2nd row: P 2, * k 2, p 2; 
rep from * to end. 

3rd row: As the 1st row. 

4th row: As the 2nd row. 

5th row: As the 1st row. 

6th row: As the 2nd row. 

7th row: K 1, * slip the next 
stitch on to a spare needle and 
leave at front of work, p 1, now 
k the 2nd stitch on left hand 
needle and slip over the first 
stitch, k the stitch from spare 
needle, p 1; rep from * to last 
st, k 1, 

8th row: As 1st row. 

9th row: As 2nd row. 

10th row: As 1st row. 

11th row: As 2nd row. 

12th row: As 1st row. 

13th row: As 2nd row. 

14th row: As 1st row. 

15th row: K 1, k the 2nd 
stitch on left hand needle and 
slip over the first stitch, p 1, 

slip the next stitch on to a 
spare needle and leave at front 
of work, p 1, then k the 2nd 
stitch on left hand needle and 
slip over the first stitch, k the 
stitch from spare needle, p 1; 
rep from * to last 3 sts, slip 
the next stitch on to spare 
needle and leave at front of 
work, p 1, k the stitch from 


spare needle, k 1, 

16th row: P 2, *k 2, p 2; 
rep from * to end. 

These 16 rows comprise the 
patt, Cont to rep them until 
work measures 13 ins, ending 
with a wrong side row. 

Shape Armholes: (rsi) Keep¬ 
ing patt correct, cast off 4 sts 
at beg of the next 2 rows, then 
dec 1 st at both ends of every 
right side row until 48 sts rem. 
Now dec 1 st at both ends of 
every row until 30 sts rem, 

Cast off. 

Pocket Linings: (Make 2) 
Using No, 8 needles cast on 
26 sts and work in patt as given 
for back until 2 complete patts 
have been worked and the 1st 
row of the 3rd patt. Leave these 
sts on a spare needle until re¬ 
quired. 

LEFT FRONT: Using No. 8 
needles cast on 58 sts and work 
in patt as given for the back 
until 2 complete patts have 
been worked. Now work the 
pocket as follows:— 

Next row: Patt 16 sts, cast 
off the next 26 sts, patt across 
rem 16 sts. 

Next row: Patt 16, then patt 
across one of the sets of pocket 
sts on spare needle, patt across 
rem 16 sts. 

Cont in patt until work 
measures same as for back to 
armholes, ending with a wrong 
side row. 

Shape Raglan Armhole: Cast 
off 4 sts at beg of the next 
row, patt to end. Keeping patt 
correct, dec 1 st at armhole 
edge on every right side row 
until 30 sts rem. 

Shape Neck: 

Next row: (wrong side fac¬ 
ing) Cast off 4 sts at neck edge, 
patt to end. 

Next row: Work 2 tog at 
armhole edge, patt until 2 sts 
rem at neck edge, work 2 tog. 
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Next row: Work 2 tog at 

neck edge, patt to end. 

Rep these 2 rows 3 times 
more. 

Next row: Work 2 tog at 

armhole edge, patt until 2 sts 
rem at neck, work 2 tog. 

Next row: Work 2 tog at 

neck, patt until 2 sts rem at 
armhole edge, work 2 tog. 

Next row: Work 2 tog at 

armhole edge, patt until 2 sts 
rem at neck, work 2 tog. 

Now dec 1 st at armhole edge 
only on every row until 2 sts 
rem. Work 2 tog and fasten off. 

RIGHT FRONT: Work as 
given for Left Front to com¬ 
mencement of armhole shaping 
BUT ending with a right side 
row. 

Shape Raglan Armhole: Cast 
off 4 sts at beg of the next 
row, patt to end. Keeping patt 
correct, dec 1 st at armhole 
edge on every right side row 
until 30 sts rem, ending with a 
wrong side row. 

Shape Neck: (rsf) Cast off 
4 sts at beg of next row, patt 
until 2 sts rem at armhole edge, 
work 2 tog. 

Next row: Patt until 2 sts rem 
at neck edge, work 2 tog. 

Next row: Work 2 tog at 

neck, patt until 2 sts remain at 
armhole edge, work 2 tog. 

Rep these 2 rows 3 times 
more. (13 sts), 

Next row: Work 2 tog at 

armhole edge, patt until 2 sts 
rem at neck, work 2 tog. 

Next row: Work 2 tog at 

neck, patt until 2 sts rem at I 

armhole edge, work 2 tog. 

Now dec 1 st at armhole 
edge only on every row until 
2 sts rem. Work 2 tog and 
fasten off.

I PARACON KNITTING NEEDLES 

4 * 4 * 

MATERIALS: Fontana Brushed 
Mohair Wool, 15 ozs.; 1 
pair each of Nos. 5 and 9 
Paragon Knitting needles. 

MEASUREMENTS: To fit bust 
measurement 35-36 {37- 

38) ins; length of sleeve 
seam, 21 (21) ins. 

TENSION: 5 sts to 1 inch in 
width. 

ABBREVIATIONS: See page 9. 

CAUTION: Check your tension 
carefully and if it does not cor¬ 
respond with the tension given 
use a larger or smaller size of 
needles. 

Accurate results can he obtained 
only by using the Fontana Wool 
recommended 

THE BACK: Using No. 9 
needles cast on 89 (93) sts and 
work in rib as follows:— 

1st row: (rsf) P 1, * k 1, p 1; 
rep from * to end. 

2nd row: K 1, * p 1, k 1; 
rep from * to end, 

Cont to rep these 2 rows until 
work measures 2? ins, then 
change to No. 5 needles and 
cont in rib until work measures 
16 ins, ending with a 2nd row. 
Shape Raglan Armholes: 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p 1),

twice, k 3 tog tbs, rib until 8 
sts rem, k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) 
twice, p 1. 

2nd row: Rib to end. 

Rep these 2 rows twice more 
77 (81) sts. Cont as follows:— 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p I) 
twice, k % tog tbs, rib until 8 
sts rem, Y 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) 
twice, p 1. 

2nd, 3rd and 4th rows: Rib to 

end. 

Rep these 4 rows 9 times 
more. 37 (41) sts. Now cont 
to rep the 1st and 2nd rows 
only until 13 (13) sts rem. 

Cast off. 

THE FRONT: Work as given 
for back to commencement of 
armhole shaping, ending with 
a 2nd row. 

Shape Raglan Armholes; 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p 1,) 
twice, k 3 tog tbs, rib until 8 
sts rem, k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) 
twice, p I. 

2nd row: Rib to end. 

Rep these 2 rows 5 times 
more. 65 (69) sts. 

Shape Neck: 

Next row: Rib 31 (33) sts, 
work 2 tog, turn and cont on 
these sts leaving rem 32 (34) 
sts until required. 

Next row: Rib to end. 


Now work as follows:— 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog tbs, rib until 2 sts rem, 
work 2 tog. 

2nd, 3rd and 4th rows: Rib 

to end. 

Rep these 4 rows once more, 
then work as follows:— 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog tbs, rib until 2 sts rem, 
work 2 tog. 

2nd row: Rib to end. 

3rd row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog tbs, rib to end, 

4th row: Rib to end. 

Rep these 4 rows twice (3 
times) more, then work the 1st 
and 2nd rows once more for the 
1st size only, 8 sts are now on 
needle for both sizes. 

Cont as follows:— 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog. 

2nd and every alternate row: 

Rib to end. 

3rd row: (P 1, k 1) twice, 
p 2 tog. 

5th row: Pl,kl,pl,k2 tog. 
7th row: P 1, k 1, p 2 tog. 
9th row: P 1, k 2 tog. 
Work 2 tog and fasten off. 
With rsf, rejoin wool at neck 
edge and rib to end across 
rem sts. 

Next row: Rib across row. 
Now complete this side as fol¬ 
lows:— 

1st row: Work 2 tog, rib until 
8 sts rem, k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) 
twice, p 1. 

2nd, 3rd and 4th rows: Rib 

to end. 

Rep these 4 rows once more, 
then work as follows:— 

1st row: Work 2 tog, rib until 
8 sts rem, k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) 
twice, p 1. 

2nd row: Rib to end. 

3rd row: Rib until 8 sts rem, 
k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1. 
4th row: Rib to end. 

Rep these 4 rows twice (3 
times) more, then work the 1st 
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and 2nd rows once more for the 

1st size only. 8 (8) sts. 

Cont as follows:— 

1st row: K 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) 
twice, p 1, 

2nd and every alternate row 

Rib to end. 

3rd row: P 2 tog, (k 1, p 1) 
twice. 

5th row: K 2 tog, p 1, k 1, 
P I- 

7th row: P 2 tog, k 1, p 1. 
9th row; K 2 tog, p 1. 

Work 2 tog and fasten off. 

LEFT SLEEVE: Using No, 9 
needles cast on 51 sts and work 
ins in rib as given for back. 
Change to No. 5 needles and 
cont in rib, inc 1 st at both 
ends of the 5th and every fol¬ 
lowing 4th row until there are 
75 (77) sts on the needle. Cont 
straight until sleeve measures 
21 ins, or length required, end¬ 
ing with a 2nd rib row. 

Shape Raglan Top: 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, .p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog tbs, rib until 8 sts rem, 
k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1. 

2nd and every alternate row 

Rib to end, 

3rd row: Rib to end. 

5th row: Rib until 8 sts rem, 
k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1. 

7th row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog tbs, rib to end. 

9th row: As 5th row. 

11th row: Rib to end. 

12th row: Rib to end. 

Rep these 12 rows once 
more, then rep the first 6 rows 
once more. 

Now cont as follows:— 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog tbs, rib until 8 sts rem, 
k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1. 

2nd and every alternate row: 

Rib to end. 

3rd row: Rib until 8 sts rem, 
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k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1. 

5th row: As 3rd row. 

6th row: As 2nd raw. 

Rep these 6 rows once more. 
33 (37) sts. Now work thus:— 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog tbs, rib until 8 sts rem, 
k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1. 

2nd row: Rib to end. 

For the 1st size work the 1st 
row once more. (25 sts.) 

For the 2nd size, rep these 
2 rows once more, then work 
the 1st row once again. (25 
sts.) 

Cont for both sizes as fol¬ 
lows:— 

Next row: Cast off 2 sts, rib 
to end. 

Next row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) 
twice, k 3 tog tbs, rib to end. 

Rep these 2 rows 3 times 
more. (9 sts.) 

Next row: Cast off 3 sts, rib 
to end. 

Next row: Rib until 2 sts rem, 
work 2 tog. 

Next row: Cast off rem sts. 

RIGHT SLEEVE: Work as 
given for Left Sleeve to arm¬ 
hole shaping, ending with a 
2nd row. 

Shape Raglan Top: 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog tbs, rib until 8 sts rem, 
k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1, 

2nd and every alternate row: 

Rib to end. 

3rd row: Rib to end. 

5th row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) 
twice, k 3 tog tbs, rib to end. 

7th row: Rib until 8 sts rem, 
k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1. 

9th row: As 5th row, 

11th row: Rib to end. 

12th row: Rib to end. 

Rep these 12 rows once more 
then rep the first 6 rows once 
more. Cont as follows:— 


1st row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) twice, 
k 3 tog tbs, rib until 8 sts rem, 
k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) twice, p 1. 

2nd and every alternate row: 

Rib to end. 

3rd row: P 1, (k 1, p 1) 

twice, k 3 tog tbs, rib to end. 

5th row: As 3rd row. 

6th row: As 2nd row. 

Rep these 6 rows once more. 
33 (37) sts. 

Now work thus:— 

1st row: P 1, (k 1, p i) 

twice, k 3 tog tbs, rib until 8 
sts rem, k 3 tog, (p 1, k 1) 
twice, p 1. 

2nd row: Rib to end. 

For the 1st size work the first 
2 rows once more. (25 sts.) 

For the 2nd size work these 
2 rows twice more. (25 sts.) 

Cont for both sizes as fol¬ 
lows:— 

Next row: Cast off 2 sts, rib 
until 8 sts rem, k 3 tog, (p 1, 
k 1) twice, p 1, 

Next row: Rib to end. 

Rep these 2 rows 3 times 
more. (9 sts.) 

Next row: Cast off 3 sts, rib 
to end. 

Next row: Rib until 2 sts rem, 
work 2 tog. 

Next row: Cast off rem sts. 

i TO MAKE UP: Sew raglan 
sleeves neatly into armholes. 
Join side and sleeve seams. 

NECK BAND: Using No. 9 
needles cast on 115 sts and 
work 10 rows in rib as given for 
back, dec 1 st at both ends of 
every alternate row. Now work 
10 rows in rib, inc i st at both 
ends of every alternate row. 
Cast off loosely. Fold neck 
band in half and neatly join 
shaped front edges. Sew neck 
band to neck edge, stitching 
through both thicknesses of 
neck band. Press seams lightly.

SLEEVES: (both alike) Using 
No. 10 needles cast on 45 sts 
and work 34 ins in k 1, p 1 
rib, beg and ending right side 
rows with p 1 and working 
twice into every st across the 
last rib row. (90 sts.) Change 
to No. 8 needles and cont in 
patt as given for back until 
sleeve measures 164 ins. 

Shape Top: (rsf) Keeping 
patt correct, cast off 4 sts at 
beg of the next 2 rows then 
dec 1 st at both ends of every 
right side row until 24 sts rem. 

Now dec 1 st at both ends of 
every row until 6 sts rem. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP: Press work to 
correct measurements on the 
wrong side with a warm iron 
over a damp cloth omitting the 
ribbing. Sew raglan sleeves 
neatly into armholes. Join side 
and sleeve seams. 

BORDERS: (Left Front) 

Using No. 10 needles cast on 
11 sts and work in k 1, p 1 rib 
(beg and ending right side 


rows with k 1) until border is 
long enough to fit along Left 
Front to neck edge. Join border 
neatly to front edge, leaving 
the sts on a safety pin at neck. 
(Right Front) Mark the position 
of 5 buttons on the Left Front 
border with pins, arranging 
these so that the first one comes 
1 inch from lower edge and the 
last one at a suitable distance 
from the top to allow for a 
6th buttonhole to come evenly 
spaced 4 inch above neck 
edge in the neck band ribbing. 
The rest to come at evenly 
spaced intervals between. Work 
the border to correspond with 
Left Front, making buttonholes 
to correspond with pins thus:— 
Rib 4, cast off 3, rib 4. On the 
following row cast on 3 sts 
above those cast off. Join to 
Right Front edge, leaving sts 
on a safety pin at neck. 

THE COLLAR: Using No. 10 
needles and with rsf, rib across 
the 11 sts on safety pin at 
Right Front edge, then pick up 
and k 79 sts around neck edge 
to the 11 sts on safety pin at 
Left Front edge. Rib across 
these 11 sts. (101 sts). Work 


3 rows in rib on these sts, then 
make the 6th buttonhole to cor¬ 
respond with the others in the 
next row thus:—Rib 4, cast off 
3 sts, rib to end. On the next 
row cast on 3 sts above those 
cast off. Now work 3 more 
rows in rib, then cast off 6 sts 
at beg of the next 2 rows. (89 
sts). Work 1 row in rib without 
shaping, then cont as follows:— 

1st row: (rsf) (K 1, p 1) 
twice, k 1, p 1 and k 1 all into 
next st, rib until 5 sts rem, k 1, 
p 1 and k 1 all into next st, 
(p 1, k 1) twice. 

2nd row: Rib to end. 

3rd row: Rib to end. 

4th row: Rib to end. 

Rep these 4 rows 9 times 
more. Cast off loosely in rib, 

POCKET TOPS: Using No. 10 
needles cast on 10 sts and work 
in k 1, p 1 rib until border is 
long enough to fit across top 
edge of pockets. Cast off and 
sew neatly to pocket tops. Sew 
down sides of pocket tops and 
sew pocket facings neatiy into 
place. Press all seams. Sew on 
buttons.

MEASUREMENTS: To lit bust 
measurement 34-36 inches; 
length from shoulder 20-} 
inches, 

TENSION: 7} sts to 1 inch in 
width. 

ABBREVIATIONS: See page 9. 

CAUTION: Check your tension 
carefully and if it does not cor¬ 
respond with the tension given 
use a larger or smaller size of 
needles. 

Accurate results can be obtained 
only by using the Fontana Wool 
recommended 

THE BACK: Using No, 13 
needles cast on 114 sts and 
work 4 ins in k 1, p 1 rib. 
Change to No. 11 needles and 
cont in stst inc 1 st at both, 
ends of the 5th and every fol¬ 
lowing 6th row until there are 
128 sts on the needle, Cont 
straight until work measures 9 
ins from commencement, end¬ 
ing with a p row. 

Shape for Sleeves: Inc 1 st 
at both ends of the next 16 rows. 
{160 sts). 


Now cast on 16 sts at beg 
of the next 12 rows. (352 sts). 

Cont on these sts until 
straight sleeve edges measure 
5 ins, ending with a p row. 

Shape for Top of Sleeves and 
shoulders: Cast off 8 sts at beg 
of the next 40 rows. Cast off 
rem 32 sts very loosely. 

LEFT FRONT: Using No. 13 
needles cast on 68 sts and work 
4 ins in p 1, k 1 rib, beg each 
row with p 1. Change to No. 
11 needles and k across the 
next row, casting on 9 sts at 
the end of row, (77 sts). 

Next row: P. 

Work on these sts as follows: 

1st row: K until 10 sts rem, 
si 1 (to mark folding line), 
k 9. 

2nd row: P. 

Cont as now set, inc 1 st 
at side edge at beg of the next 
and every following 6th row 
until there are 84 sts on the 
needle.
